Surette said in a search of hundreds 





of copies of school publications con- 
ducted by Editor Lowe and Associate 
Editors Maria Sequeira, Angel Feliciano, 
and himself, none could be found that 
was created prior to the Register. 


“While we cannot yet definitely es- 
tablish the fact that Cambridge is the 
oldest high school newspaper without 
considerably more research, it would ap- 
pear that this may well be the case,” Su- 
rette said. 

He said he would welcome informa- 
tion to the contrary.
